The movement for the organization 
of ail alit mobile club in Fayette coun­ 
ty is taking definite form. 
A meeting of automobile owners is 
to be held next Tuesday evening In 
the V. M. C. A. at which time plaIr­ 
win be made and where it is expect­ 
ed the organization set on its feet. 
For a long time there has been talk 
of organizing the automobile owners 
if Fayette county. 
There Is such an 
(anociation in nearly all the import 
ant counties in tile state, and a state 
association of 48 
clubs 
located 
in 
small cities as well as in big ones. 
The matter has been taken up with 
representatives of this 
state body. 
known as the Ohio State Automobile 
Association, and it iH planned to af­ 
filiate lite local club with both state 
md national bodies. 
It is the Ohio State Automobile As­ 
sociation which was successful in so­ 
uring stronger laws on the subject 
of automobile theft and highway im­ 
provement, and w’liich during the pre­ 
sent session of the legislature has in­ 
sistently foi$g Ii t 
against 
duplication 
of taxes on motor vehicles. 
It is the contention of the state as­ 
sociation officers that if automobiles 
are taxed more heavily for road pur­ 
poses that they be removed from the 
personal property difpljcafie. 
The 
state association is also seeking 
a 
change in the traffic law. which would 
fix a penalty for reckless driving 
similar to the .New 
Ylork law—in­ 
stead of fixing arbitrary speed limits 
of eight, fifteen and twenty-five miles 
per hour. 
It has been pointed out on several 
occasions that road and traffic condl- 
f!6us in Fayette county demand the 
organization of an automobile club. 
which would protect such interests, 
Iii addition to furthering. the roads 
movement and 
regulating traffic, it 
has been suggested that if an auto­ 
mobile club 
in Washington 
Court 
House were put on a permanent foot­ 
ing there might be located here 
a 
branch of the state automobile de­ 
partment.

The affidavit was presented as evi­ 
dent!' by if. M. Havner. state attor­ 
ney general, the first witness called 
oday. 
It was dated February 25th, 
1919, and was dictated in the 
pre­ 
sence of five other members of the 
Kathbun family, the affidavit states. 
Seven affidavits in support of the 
claims of the 
state 
in 
connection 
with the granting of tho pardon were 
presented by Mr. Havner. Two were 
signed by William Kathbun, sr., two 
by Ernest Kathbun, one by William 
Rathbun, Jr., one by Fred Rathbun 
aud one by A C Johnson. Ida Grove, 
attorney. 
Havner testified he went to Gov­ 
ernor Harding Dec. 31, 
1918, 
and 
when he asked the governor about 


the Rathbun pardon the chfPT execu­ 
tive asked: 
"Why are you sticking your nose 
nto this m atter?” 
The witness said he then told the 
governor he would endeavor, to set 
aside the pardon on the grounds of 
fraud, and subsequently did succeed 
in rearresting the Youth,

ed his authority in granting ii pardon 
without action by the sta,te pardon 
board. 
The governor branded the charges 
as preposterous.

tention is that the price schedule fixed three years .ago 
does not provide, in view of increased cost of production. 
a “ liv in g ” revenue for the com pany. 
W h ile the light c o m p a n y does not so announce, it 
seems fair to presum e that the series of talks to the people 
is to he followed by an application to council. 
W e hold no brief for the light com pany.

Wood where he was gassed and re 
ceived high explosive wounds on each 
hand aud across one leg. 
He went to 
the hospital for two m onths, and for 
nine days after being gassed was to­ 
tally blind. 


A fter being released from the hos­ 
pital he rejoined his old com pany and 
took p art in the "little a ctio n ” that 
sm ashed the St. Mi biol salient and 
started the German lines to crumbling 
at an oth er point. 


It was during the St. Mill ie! sm ash 
th at W olf received a m achine gun 
bullet through his left k n e e ,w hich la- 
er resulted in the leg being removed
